Fall Chinook

PORTLAND. Ore. — The National Ma- 
rine Fisheries Service has decided against 
^eimposing emergency spills at Columbia 
and Snake river dams this year. 

Instead, the agency intends to rely on 
barging and trucking to help threatened 
Snake River fall chinook make it to the 
ocean as outlined in its original biological 
opinion for helping the fish. 

That plan calls for lesser spills only at 
the four dams where there is no collection 
of the salmon for barging and trucking. 

The action is opposed by state fishery 
agencies in Oregon. Washington and Ida- 
ho,^s well as the U.S. Fish and Wildlife 
Service and Indian tribes with treaty rights 
to Columbia River salmon. 

They want incrca.scd spills' at all dams 
and no.barging or trucking. 

The fisheries service abruptly began an 
emergency spill program earlier this year 
at eight Snake and Columbia river hydro- 
electric dams to aid the downstream mi- 
gration of Idaho spring Chinook. Tltc agen- 
cy cited the dire condition of the run as the 
reason for the unprecedented action. 

Both the Idaho spring and fall chinook 
runs are listed as threatened species. Utili- 
ties. aluminum companies and others who 
rely on the river were amdng the leading 
opponents of the spills., ,

"So. there is now a black eye on Jupiter, 
said Heidi Hammcl of the Space Telescope 

I Scierice Institute. She said the eye portion 
of the scar is 80 percent of the size of 
Earth, and the bruise arcif goes far beyond.

vision displays and audio speakers 
plus all the regular vehicle equipment: 
a scat with a seatbelt, a steering 
wheel, an accelerator, brakes, .emer- 
gency brakes, signals and the like. 
The simulators can be adjusted for 
differing vehicles - including 
Corvettes and Ferraris - different 
weather conditions, and for city or 
country driving. 

The scat can even simulate a bump 
in the road. 

An instructor can monitor what 
‘‘drivers’’ arc doing, and the simula- 
tors con be hooked together by com- 
puter so other "drivers’’ can be seen in 
rearview mirrors and driving along- 
sidoi jHircc screens can be added to 
the back of the simulators so drivers 
get a 360-degree view. 

Idaho student drivers now get 54 
hours of classroom instruction and six 
hours of driving time. Miles said thbt 
teaches students driving skills but riot 
how to analyze and react to situations. 

The collaborative hopes to start the 
program by July 1995. Initially, half 
of Twin Falls County students 'will 
get to use the simulator. 

The two ^ups - one having con- 
ventional driver’s education instruc-

“There's a climate in which there Ls 
no respect for school, for the teacher, 
for the rights of others,” Cole said. 

Educators are fighting back, with 
loiter searches and 'metardeteclors.

New label law 
will tell origin 
of cars, trucks 

WASHINGTON (AP) — Buyers 
of cars and light trucks will be. able 
to learn how American or foreign 
their new vehicle Is, starting Oct. 1. 

- A 1992 law that takes effect that 
day requires content labels on cars 
and trucks weighing 8,500 pounds 
or less, telling buyers where the 

■ parts ofthc vehicle were made. 

Content would be measured by 
the dollar value of components, not 
the labor cost of assembling vehi- 
cles. TTial is expected to raise the 
apparent foreign content of cars 
assemblc'd-in North America by 
, Japanese automakers. 

Under the law the percentages of 
' North Amcrica'n and foreign parts 
' would have to be listed as an average 
for each car line. For example, the per- 
centage shown would be the same for 
all Honda Accords or Ford Tauruscs. 
no matter where they were assembled. - 
But the label would also have to . 
show the place of assembly.

Woman mounts fight against smelly potato ponds

BURLEY - Disappointing perfor- 
mance at the Black Pine Mine has 
forced the mine's owners to reduce 
the company’s slated assets by $17.5 
million. 

Mine Manager Pete Pctrow.sky 
said the mine hasn't been getting the 
quantity and quality of gold that had 
been expected. 

Spokanc-ba.scd Pegasus Gold Inc., 
owner of the Black Pine Mine,' had 
expected about 62,000 ounces of 
. gold this year. But the mine, 65 
\milcs south of Burlcy. hadn'r per- 
formed to expectations and the com- 
pany has had to u.sc rc,scrvcs that had 
been found Iasi year, he said. 

Another problem Ts that the mine 
has little water this summer to help 
wash the ore. Black Pine Mine has a 
young and limited water right in 
Cassia County. Drought conditions 
don't leave the mine much water, 
Pctruwsky said. ‘ 


Also, the Idaho Department, of 
Water Resources has issued a mora- 
torium on drilling groundwater 
wells, which prevents the mine from 
drilling another wclj. 

Still, Petrowsky said the mine can 
still meet its gold-mining expecta- 
tions because the Black Pine Mine 
manpower has been doubled since 
April. 

That increased production will re- 
duce the life-expectancy of the 
mine. Mining should end at Black 
Pine Mine by the end of 1996. he 
.said. 

Tlie decision to reduce the Black 
Pine Mine reserves by, 30,000 
ounces results in, writing off SI7.5 
million'in assets during the second 
quarter. 

Pegasus Gold has also had to take 
similar action at other mines, caus- 
ing the company to write off S52.K 
million for the second quarter of this 
year. 

During the first quarter, Pegasus 
Gold posted a $1.7 million loss.

Wunn plans to send more than 50 
residenis' signatures to the Idaho attor- 
ney general's office next week to call 
attention to the problem. She lives half 
a mile' from three wastewater nonds 
owned by Magic Valley Foods Inc. of 
Rupert. *The ponds arc ui 750 West and 
SOU North. 


Wann also will ask Minidoka Coun- 
ty commissioners to change the zoning 
ordinance to require agricultural indus- 
. tries to apply for special-use permits 
for waste ponds. She also wants the 
county to notify the neighbors when a 
pond is being built. 

''Here is a manufacturer who doesn’t 
want to spend the lime and money to 
take care of the problem and he thinks 
he can gel away with it because there’s 
no law that stop him," Wann said. T‘ 
Company Vice President Dill Schow ■ 
said the company will move the ponds 
elsewhere, but when or where have not 
yet been dciermined. Schow also didn't 
know whether the company would in- 
vest in odor-prevention equipment for 
future waste ponds, saying the equip- 
ment is “loo expensive." ' 

The company has been digging a 
third pond at the site to accommodate 
more waste, Schow said. 


Three weeks ago, state Division of 
Environmental Quality officiak exam- 
ined the ponds and found that (he 
waste hadn't been managed properly. 
But neither the state nor Minidoka 
County his laws prohibiting obnoxious 
odors from waste ponds outside city 
limits. 

Magic Valley Foods and the state 
Will start developing a management 
plan today to prevent waste ponds from 
polluting ground and surface water, 
said Mike McMasters, prevention and 
cenificaiion supervisor for the Division 
of Environmental Quality in Twin 
Falk. 

Though it is not required, odor also 
will be addressed, McMasters said. 

The waste, which is rotting potato 
scraps and other dcbri.s, collects at the 
company's plant and is hauled to the 
ponds periodically.

La.si year the company offered to sell 
the pond site to a farmer. Randy 
Gillette. In exchange, the company 
would take its waste elsewhere.

State requiremems keep the smell of 
decomposing waste from bothering 
neighbors, but only in the cities. Me- 
Ma.stcts said. The state doe.sn’t require 
private waste facilities to obey odor 
control tujes in the outlying arca.s. Me- 
Ma.stcfs said. 

The zoning ordinance in Minidoka 
County doesn't place odor require- 
ments on wa.sie ponds. Nor does it re- 
quire that the public be informed that

Primary victory 
breaks Chenoweth

"Wc must value the fine tradiiioru; and beautiful customs of Japan, such 
us kindness toward people in a weak position.” he added.

G^m high court voids 
conviction on search

BOISE (AP) — A sharply divided 
Idaho Supreme Court Monday voided 
the first*degree murder conviction of a 
Nez Perce tribal member because of an 
illegal search of his reservation home. 

Chief Justice Charles McDevitt, 
writing for the three-justice majority, 
held that Lewiston police officers 
could not search the residences of 
Marcus Mathews or his uncle without 
their warrants being approved by a 
tribal court first. 

To do otherwise, the majority held, 
infringes on the.ri^t of the Nez Perce 
as a sovereign nation to make their 
own laws and be ruled by them. 
Justices Byron Johr^son and Stephen 
Bistline joined McDevitb to form the 
majority. 

But 1st District Judge James Judd, 
sitting in for Justice Linda Copple 
Trout who disqualified herself, called 
the decision "a severe injustice to the 
interests of the victim, the people of 
the slate and the system or criminal 
justice in Idaho.” 

Deputy Attorney General Michael 
~ Kane, who Handled'the case, said a 
decision would^ made soon whether 
to ask the state-Supreme Court to 
reconsider the ruling or press the 
“ Plate's bbjc'ctio'hs'bcfore lhc"tI;S; 

- Supreme Court. - 

There was no indication of whether 
Mathews could be released from 
prison. 

— -Mathcws-was chargcd-with the- 
J.anuary 1992 murder of his.estranged 
wife Holly Morris at her home in 
Lewiston. He was arrested after 
Lewiston police officers went to state 
court for a warrant to search Mathews’ 
home and that of his uncle. The search- 


es yielded the pistol used in the slaying 
and a pair of tennis shoes that matched 
tracks found at the murder scene. 

But Mathews objected to the use of 
that evidence against him on grounds 
that the officers had no right to conduct 
a search of reservation property in con- 
neclion-wUh a crime camming off the 
reservation without prior approval of 
(he tribal court. 

Second District Judge Ron Schilling 
disagreed, accepted Mathews' guilty 
plea and sentenced him to life.in prison 
without possibility of parole for (he 
nrsi 30 years. 

' The high court majority, however, 
overturned Schilling, citing a complex 
string of federal, state and tribal 'enact- 
ments over the past 40 years along 
with a number of court rulings. 
Esslntially, the majority held that the 
state only has the authority on Indian 
reservations that Congress has not pre- 
empted, the state has claimed and the 
tritw ha.s accepted. 

in the case of the Nez Perce, the 
majority said, none of (he enactments 
authorized the service of a search war- 
rant in connection with a crime that 
'Occurred off the reservation. 

VBui Judd, joined by Justice Cathy 

Silak, pointed oui'that-nonc-^f-thc- 
enactment specifically outlined any 
specific tribal requirement for prior 
approval of a search warrant in such 
circumstances.

BOISE — Ada county judges are sentencing a greater numbers of law- 
breakers to anger-control classes to cool their tempers. 

The sentences often arc paired with restitution to victim.^, community 
service or jail time. * . 

"I always believe if we have a liltlc understanding of why we do what 
wc do, we won’t do it again.” said 4ih District Magistrate Kay Hamilton. 

Ada courts sentenced 70 people to cp.unsclor.Tom Wilson’s Anger 
Counseling Center in Boise in 1992. The center offers cight-hour.and 16- 
hour classes. The number rose to 100 in 1993. The figure for this year is 
already nearing 100. 

Courts ship domestic batterers to the Anger Control and Prevention 
Program. The six-month program,. received nearly 300 court-ordered bat- 
terers last year. 

"It’s been increasing by 30 percent every year,'-' says Rose Moore, 
Anger Control And Prevention executive director. 

Crapo seeks more wilderness in district 

BOISE — Republican Congressman Michael Crapo says he is still 
seeking a consetisus on additional wilderness designations in his 
southern and eastern Idaho district. 

Following a fifth meeting last weekend on potential preservation in 
the 2nd District. Crapo said there was still “lots of hard work ahead 
before we can begin to draw boundaries and write a specific bill.” 

He had no timetable for putting a bill together. Crapo said only that 
he hoped to have maps ready by September that show the various 
wilderness proposals that have been put forth. 

A week ago. Democratic Congressman Larry LaRocco dropped the 
wilderness bill he had been working on for the last 18 months because 
various interests remained polarized on some issues.

Players reject 
baseball salary 
cap proposal

NEW YORK - Baseball players rejected 
the owners’ salary cap proposal Monday, 
moving the sides closer to a confrontation 
that could interrupt the season. 

During a four-hour bargaining session, 
union head Donald Fehr asked owners to re- 
turn the threshold for salary arbitration to 
•two yeans instead of three and to raise the 
minimum salary from SI 09.000 to between 
SI 75.000 and 5200,000. 

’'Fehr said the union believed manage- 
ment's proposal would transfer at lcasrSI.5 
billion from players to owners if baseball’s 
revenues rise at an average of 7 percent per 
■ year. He said the very concept of a cap was 
difficult for players to consider. 

“We don’t think there's any rca.sx»n to go 
down'that route." Fehr said. 

While the panics intend to. meet again 
Wednesday, the salary cap dispute is threat- 
ening to cause to sport's eighth work stop- 
page in 22 years.
